Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 18, 19, 22, and 23 are not found to be persuasive. Applicant's argue that Varona et al. does 
not provide the method of claim 18, because Varona discloses using adhesive bonding materials which are coated onto the web while 
their claim is a fibrous web comprised of thermoplastic fibers that include a thermoplastic polymer and an adhesive blend. That 
interpretation is disagreed with because once the web in Varona is coated with the adhesive, it effectively includes an adhesive blend as 
required by the claim. The applicant appears to want the examiner to read the more limited understanding of the claim language from the 
specification into the claims, which the examiner cannot do.
